People attribute personal feelings to opinions or 
policies expressed by a newspaper. It is human to do so. 
Editorial comment is the privilege of a newspaper editor. 
Unquestionably it expresses opinions, which cannot meet 
with the approval of all the people, for it is out of the 
diversity of opinions, that thought on any subject of public 
interest is aroused. 


Some on the impulse of hurried thought condemn a 
newspaper for its editorial opinion if it is at variance with 
theirs. Every newspaper, from the metropolitan daily to 
the smallest town weekly, is subject to this. The dis¬ 
approval sometimes takes the form of open hostility, at¬ 
tempts at boycott, or the simplest of all methods, “cutting 
out the paper,” this latter action being calculated to pull 
the props and leave the paper as flat as a collapsed pack 
of cards built up by the small boy. 

But newspapers are usually as tenaeious of life as the 
proverbial cat with its nine lives. They endeavor to con¬ 
sistently serve the public for meagre rewards, sprinkled 
with liberal doses of abuse, letters to the editor and other 
methods of castigation, which tend to thicken his hide and 
cause some to imagine he is a hard-boiled cuss who has no 
soul whatever.

Recent developments at the Simp- 
Oil Company WeU. 98 miles north¬ 
west of Regina, and about two jfailes 
west of Simpson, have resulted in 
giving to Saskatchewan the deepest 
salt well in the world, 3,445 feet deep, ' 
with a brine that comes out of it 98 
per cent, pure, and producing a salt 
with a saturation of 23 per cent. A 
small demonstration plant installed 
at the well has produced some excel¬ 
lent salt. 

In 1926 a company was organized 
at Simpson for the purpose of drilling 
for oil or gas in the Simpson field. 
Drilling started that year, and in 1931 
the well had reached a depth of 3,445 
feet when a flow of brine was struck. 

Officials of the company have ex¬ 
amined the possibilities for the sale 
of salt in Saskatchewan, and report 
that Regina alone consumes six tons 
per day. in the province approx¬ 
imately 70,000 are used every year.

During Middle Ages 
That Sweden was a pioneer country 
with regard to Iron and steel manu¬ 
facture during the Middle Ages has 
now been proved by a mediaeval wry 
recently found, dated March 23, AJ>, 
1360, which mentions an iron furnace 
situated at Vlkmanshyttan, In the 
Swedish province of Dalecarlia, where 
iron manufacture Is still carried on. 
The document states that one-fourth 
of the Vikmanshyttaa furnace belong¬ 
ed by right to one Olof Toerildsson, 
whose existence as well as that of the 
other signatories, has been proved by 
genealogical i% bJ arch.
